Through  the  co-operation  and  interest  of  the  local 
chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Women's  Club,  and  in- 
dividuals, money  was  received  for  our  dental  work  and 
for  hot  lunches  at  the  school  for  those  who  were  un- 
able to  afford  proper  food  and  treatment. 

At  Christmas  time,  friends  of  the  Association  sent  a 
Christmas  dinner  to  a  family  of  9  in  Sunapee  through 
the  District  Nurse,  Otherwise  their  dinner  would  have 
consisted  of  just  boiled  potatoes. 

Our  clinics  are  as  follows:  5  Dental  Clinics  were  held 
in  Sanapee;  51  school  children,  4  pre-school,  and  4 
adults  received  treatment.  In  Springfield  and  Grantham, 
6  children  and  7  adults  had  dental  work  done.  Dr. 
Crandall  of  Claremont  was  assisted  by  the  District 
Nurses. 

July,  1929,  3  school  children  had  tonsils  and  adenoids 
removed  at  the  Newport  Hospital.  Dr.  Thorpe  was 
the  operating  surgeon.  August,  1929,  2  school  children 
were  taken  to  the  Claremont  Hospital  for  the  same 
operation;  Dr.  Fitch  operating.  The  District  Nurses 
assisted  at  both  operations. 

A  Toxin-Antitoxin  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Sunapee 
Center  school  in  January,  1930,  for  school  and  pre- 
school children  of  Sunapee,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Div.  of  Maternity, 
Infancy,  and  Child  Hygiene.  The  local  Board  of  Health 
co-operated.  Dr.  Weaver,  on  the  staff  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  was  the  attending  physician.  151 
school  children,  54  pre-school,  and  1  adult  were  inocu- 
lated, making  a  total  of  206.  We  wish  to  thank  all 
who  helped  in  making  this  clinic  a  success. 

A  Tuberculosis  and  Underweight  Clinic  was  held  in 
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April,  1930,  when  29  school  children,  1  pre-school 
child,  and  5  adults  were  examined  at  the  Center  School, 
Sunapee,  by  Dr.  Kerr  of  Manchester,  assisted  by  the 
County  and  District  Nurses.  The  Springfield-Grantham 
District  staged  a  Health  Entertainment  at  the  Grange 
last  June,  and  in  March  of  this  year  a  Health  Talk 
was  given  at  the  Maxfield  School.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Grantham  schools. 

MINOR  REPAIRS: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  interior  of  the 
three  school  rooms  were  redecorated  during  the  sum- 
mer. New  blackboards  were  placed  in  two  of  the 
rooms  which  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  black- 
board work.  A  new  ventilating  stove  has  been  installed 
in  the  grammar  room  of  the  village  school  and  is  a 
big  improvement  over  the  previous  condition.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  yards  of  gravel  fill  were  placed  in 
the  school  yard  at  the  village  school  which  ought  to 
alleviate  the  mud  condition  that  usually  exists  there 
in  the  Spring.  It  would  be  well  if  the  town  could  see 
fit  to  gravel  the  road  to  the  state  highway  to  that 
point  at  least. 

The  registration  in  the  village  school  is  larger  than 
it  was  a  year  ago. 

Both  teachers  at  the  village  school  resigned  in 
June  and  it  was  necessary  to  fill  their  places  but 
through  additional  State  Aid  we  were  able  to  secure 
experienced  teachers.  Miss  Hazen,  a  graduate  of  Ply- 
mouth Normal  School,  with  two  years  of  previous 
experience  is  doing  well  in  the  primary  room.  For  the 
grammar  grades  we  were  especially  fortunate  to  secure 
Mr.  J.  B.  Sargent  a  teacher  of  long  and  wide  experi- 
ence but  one  so  constituted  by  both  nature  and  expe- 
rience that  he  is  able  to  get  down  to  the  boys  and 
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girls  of  these  grades.  It  is  only  through  unusual 
circumstances  that  we  were  able  to  obtain  Mr.  Sargent 
but  the  little  additional  expenditure  has  been  money- 
well  invested. 

The  previous  good  conditions  of  the  last  five  years 
prevailed  at  the  North  Grantham  school.  Something 
ought  to  be  done  for  these  children  for  a  playground 
on  the  same  side  of  the  road  that  the  school  is  located 
for  since  the  new  cement  highway  has  made  that  area 
practically  a  speed  boulevard  and  since  the  school  is 
located  so  near  the  highway  there  is  considerable  dan- 
ger for  the  school  children. 

SUMMARY  OF  REGISTRATION -1929- 1930: 

The  registration  for  1929-30  showed  a  total  of  61 
pupils  enrolled.  Of  these  15  were  at  North  Grantham 
and  46  at  Grantham. 

The  schools  were  in  session  an  average  of  353  half 
days.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was 
93.6.  Five  pupils  were  not  absent  or  tardy  during  the 
year.  Four  pupils  attended  high  school  for  whom  tui- 
tion was  paid  by  the  district.  The  average  salary  of 
the  teachers  was  $963.66. 

STATE  AID: 

Due  to  the  decrease  in  valuation  the  State  Aid 
has  been  increased  somewhat.  We  received  last  year 
a  little  over  $1800.00  and  will  receive  approximately 
the  same  this  year.  Without  this  aid  everyone  knows 
it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
schools  which  we  have  in  this  community. 

CONCLUSION: 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  the  teachers  are 
doing  a  good   grade  of  work;  that  they   are   interested 
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in  the  pupils  personally  and  individually  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  district  may  see  fit  to  encourage  the  School 
Board  to  retain  these  teachers. 

With  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  all  con- 
cerned with  the  schools,  I  am  glad  to  submit  this 
report.
